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out some of the adjacent farmers being called in 
to interfere in behalf of some of the oppressed in¬ 
habitants of this wretched community. But yes¬ 
terday, two of the Israelitish women came to the 
house where the writer of this article is sojourning, 
lodge-si complaint against a fugitive slave who. 
is harboured in the Hill, and who had suddenly 
rushed upon them, threatening to cut off their 
heads with a scythe-blade which he held in his I 
uplifted hand. 

Such is a family'drawn picture of Israel Hill ! 
1854, after more than forty years of freedom,

A Fit EE NEGRO COMMUNITY. 

Richard RiXDoi.ru, eldest brother of John 
Randolph, o( Roanoke, died in the year 1796, at 
“ Bizarre,” the name of the large estate bequeathed 
him by his father, John Randolph, Sr., and lying 
on the head waters of the Appomattox liver, near 
the town of Farmville, V a. He is represented 
to have been a man of talents scarcely inferior to 
those of his celebrated brother, and of extraordi¬ 
nary goodness of character. Entertaining the 
opinion, then general in the South, and especially 
iu Virginia, that slavery was a curse alike to 
master and to servant, Mr. R. liberated Ins slaves 
by will, and made ample provision for their main¬ 
tenance. Owing to pecuniary embarrassments, 
the provisions of the will were not carried into 
execution until fifteen years afterwards, and not 
until many of the slaves had been sold to liquidate 
the heavy mortgages which rested upon the estate. 
About 1811, John Randolph, who had assumed 
the management of his brother’s affairs, removed 
to the county of Charlotte, and the negroes, 
variously estimated at from one hundred to one 
hundred and thirty in number, entered upon the 
enjoyment of their freedom. 

A portion of the Bizarre estate, eonsistii 
three hundred and fifty (some say five hun 
acres, partially cleared, well timbered, and well 
watered, was divided into sections of fifty and 
twenty-five acres, each, and upon these sections 
the various families, according to the number and 
age of the individuals composing them, we * 
settled- those having aged and infirm parents 
support received more, and those not having 
these incumbrances less land. All were provided 
with means to build themselves houses, and with 
agricultural implements to till the soil. Fairly 
settled in the land of promise—the Canaan to 
which they had looked so longingly for fifteen 
yea re—they gave it the name of “ Israel Hill ” 
an appellation which explains the sanguine 
ticipatious and religious tone which guided them 
to its choice. IS o doubt tjicy looked forward to 
the time when Israel Hill should be a thriving 
uud populous village—“ a city set upon an hill” 
—shining gloriously to the eyes of their brethren 
in bondage, as did the Delectable Mountains to 
Banyan’s Pilgrim. 

Here, then, they were loft to work out their 
destiny, and here, indeed, if ever, it was to have 
been expected that the African would thrive and 
prosper, and fulfil the expectations which prompted 
his noble master to set them free. The conditions 
of the experiment were preeminently favourable, 
for the manumitted—and the elements of success, 
surrounding them, numerous—and such as 
never again bo brought to bear upon them in „ 
future experiment. They were the choice ser¬ 
vants of one of the most aristocratic, humane and 
cultivated families in the State—reserved from 
sale because of the excellence of their dispositions, 
their fidelity and their industry. They had en¬ 
joyed the advantage of association with intelligent 
whites; they were taught the principles of the 
Christian religion. They were trained to habfe 
of labour, and were settled upon fertile land 
temperate climate. Fuel and water were abnn-; 
taut. . They were surrounded by kindly-disposed > 
lunahboq rs who gave them employment at. harvest,

gave thorn advice in matters of business. And, 
more than all, they were not brought into compe¬ 
tition with white labour—the bane of the African 
who settles in ike free States. Under these pi 
pi tid'd ’ cireumstwnccs, it was .reasonable to expect. 

' that the little, colony would have gone on tr 

prosper-.that this miniature Liberia would have 

become rich, populous, fertile—the parent of other, 
colonies (o tlie free States—that the system of | 
parcel culture would have made every inch of the 
soil productive—that Israel Bill would have 
become a. handsome village, surrounded with 
orchards and gardens and sheltered by luxuriant 
shade trees. The philanthropist who shared the 
opinions and the hopes of Richard Randolph, 
would have expected to have heard in this village, 
the sound of the hammer, the saw’, the jfiane, the 
church-going bell—the evidences of thrift, of in¬ 
dustry and of good mofals. But now, that forty 
years have passed away—What are the facts 
of the case? How has the experiment, suc¬ 
ceeded ? 

The traveller' on the Sout.hside Railroad 
through the centre of Israel Hill, without 
aware of its presence. The few miserable huts 
which constitute the village are not attractive 
I'liiiugli to retain Ilia attention for mure limn a 
moment, and he passes on ignorant of the lesson 
which a mistaken philanthrophy might have 
taught him. The visitor to the neighbourhood, 
who lias the curiosity or interest to inquire into 
the results of this unhappy experiment, will be i 
saddened by its details. He will find that a. 
healthy, happy, moral community of slaves have 
from the day of their liberation degenerated until 
they have become a diseased,.depraved, miserable 
people—a curse to themselves, and a pest to their 
neighbours. The men are drunkards, the women 
prostitutes, the children scrofulous and syphilitic. 
Almost all steal. There are honourable excep¬ 
tions to this rule, but they consist mainly of the 
original settlers—men and women who had 
reached years of discretion before they were 
liberated, and whose habits were formed while' 
they were slaves. The men are utterly corrupt. 
So far from increasing in point of number, they 
have decreased ; and it is the opinion of all who 
have looked into the matter that disease will 
eventually exterminate them. 

In 1850, it is said they numbered about 
many as were originally liberated—say 130 ; and 
now, in 1854, they are generally supposed to 
number 100, or less; some have placed them-as 
low as 85. In consequence of their vicious tafrits, 
many of the women are barren ; the children, as 
before stated, poisoned from their birth. Hence, 
it may be readily believed that the average yearly 
mortality among them is equal to that of Farm¬ 
ville—a- place more than ten times as populous— 
and some years it is much greater. With the in¬ 
dolence and improvidence characteristic of their 
race, tiny turn wantonly destroyed the r wood¬ 
lands ; have exhausted their soil by unsystematic 
and improper culture ; have suffered their houses 
and enclosures to decay; have contented them¬ 
selves with the production of the bare necessaries, 
of existence; and have as yet. given no evidence, 
that the germs of progress or improvement ever 
existed hi their unhappy natures. The money 
derived from the sale of their crops is invested iu 
whiskey ; and the ill-gotten gains of booty pur¬ 
loined from the neighbouring gentry is expended 
in the same way. They grow nothing except' 
Indian corn and tobacco, with a few potatoes 
and peas ; these scanty crops maintain a doubt¬ 
ful contest with the crab graft carrot weed, briers, 
and other ill-lavoured products of an impoverished 
soil. These spring luxuriantly around their cabin 
doors. Wheat they never grow. The, idea of 
planting an orchard, a vegetable or flower garden, 
seems never to have entered their heads. N othing 
like a system, order, prudence, economy or fore¬ 
cast is perceptible among them. It would be 
silly to talk of refinement in connection--with such 
a people. Idle, dishonest, drunken, profligate, it 
is not to be wondered that this community should 
be /the theatre of scenes of destitution, disorder, 
immorality, and crime, sufficient to cause Sic 
bones of the good Randolph to turn in his grave, 
and such as to call for the -frequent interposition 
of the neighbouring planters, and not (infrequently 
that of the county authorities. Thus we hear, in 
one case, of two sisters, one of whom makes a mid¬ 
night, foray into the corn patch of the. other, and 
pulls the entire crop up by the roots. In another, 
we are told of an old woman starving; to death ; 
and in another, of a sickly poor creature platted 
under the charge of a drunken woman who goes 
to town i n buy whiskey, leaving -her charge to 
die of sheer neglect. Reports of broils and 
battles are common; scarcely a day passes with¬ 


er destiny jn this life, and perhaps in the 

.. come, would have been far different, far, 

ihappier? The humiliating results ol the well-in¬ 
tended benevolence of Richard Randolph are 
fraught with no salutary lesson for the negro- 
philist; but they may serve to confirm the intel¬ 
ligent slaveholder; to warn the inexperienced ad¬ 
vocates of emancipation; and to rebuke the many 
who shaki; with laughter at the idea of a Re¬ 
public in France, yet believe in the capacity of 
the negro for the enjoyment of Republican free- 
I dom .—Baltimore Patriot.

The personages, indeed, are 
not pastoral, nor are they Tityrus and Mdiba-us, 
lire recent requirer of his freedom, and the expa¬ 
triated husbandman ; on the contrary—stare not; 
gentle reader—they are-the Czar Nicholas and a 
Yankee slave-owner—no imaginary characters, 
no men in buckram got up by Charles Mathews 
with the assistance of Mr. Nathan, but the very 
men ; and true men they are, real, hearty fellows, 
Sswnest in their vocation and cordial in their 
sympathy. It’s the realest thing 'seen a long 
while. The two have been at a dinner-table, not 
once, but, a dozen times, exchanging remarks, ad¬ 
vice, and gossip, with 'a confidence worthy of 
Haley and Legree, Peachum and Lockitt, and 
other celebrated associates. Dr. Thomas Cott- 
mau, who was raised in Maryland, bvitwho 
occasionally practiced medicine in Louisiana, where 
he still owns a plantation and a large number .of 
slaves, teUshis own story to the New YovkHerald. 
In his rambles through Europe, be found himself!

Oonstan- 
ae, in particular, though not so tall as the others, 
quite go-ahead. He looks quite like a Yankee,

great similarity. Indeed, though Dr. Cottman 
maintains a little prudent reserve as to these points 
of similarity, and the many entertaining social 
meetings he has had with the family, one can 
easily perceive that the Doctor and Constantine 
have been a good deal together, going, the rounds 
of the bars at St. Petersburg and Uronstadt,drink¬ 
ing sherry-cobbler and gin-sling, spitting like gen¬ 
tlemen, and letting out freely about those' tarna- j 
tion cowardly Britishers. In the family group we 
must not omit, tlie Grand Ducfoss Marie, who is 
a monstrous fine woman, and made herself very 
agreeable to the’Doctor. 

Arcades ambn, equally ready to administer 
“soft sawder” and to take it—which of them 
shall we begin with? Perhaps we .should pro¬ 
nounce N icholas Romanoff most in love with (lie 
country, the institutions, arid the politics of his 
new friend. At all events, he comes' out the 
loudest. “ He is exceedingly desirous,” says the 
Doctor, “ to cultivate the friendship of our country, 
of which he always speaks in the highest terms of 
praise.”

But we will proceed with the Cossack 
as reported by the Republican. “ The republican 
form of government is best suited,” he added, “ J '- 
the people of the United States, because they 
enlightened and intelligent; but with Russia it is I 
entirely different, and the government she has is the 
only one entirely suited to her condition;” They 
say, “ It’s an ill, bii;d that fouls its own nest ” ; 
but, as the Czar must know a good deal more of 
his own subjects than wedo, we must permit him 
to inform the world that they are good for nothing, 
but to be slaves. It is rather hard, however, 
that the Czar should claim to be equal authority 
as to the rest of the world.

or sent to Siberia without, knowing the reason, 
why. So he pays for Imperial condescensions, for 
the familiarity of the Archduke and the affability '' 
of the Archduchess, with sympathy in everything 
that relates to the present war. He undertakes 1 
to be the Imperial champion against all aspersion's 
as to his conduct and motives, and by the samel 
rule, he repeats with affectionate fidelity all the 
statements of the Russian journals, the most im¬ 
pudent forgeries of the Russian press, and what¬ 
ever has dropped from the lips of his Imperial 
friend. The Czar, so far from throwing any ' 
pediment in the way of Sir Hamilton Seym 
goods, actually paid their carriage home, which,;

ton. “ The Czar says lie will withdraw bis troops;

do hope and trust that Dr. Cottman is not the 
fairest possible representative of his country on 
the question of Cossack and Republican Govern¬ 
ments, of appropriation, of “ the right of geogra¬ 
phical position,” and the other points discussed 
with the Czar. We will not believe that extremes 
so nearly meet, and that a Czar and a Yankee 
are only the same thing under somewhat different 
circumstances. 

No longer ago than tlie 1st' of the present 
month, we had occasion 10 exhibit some of the 
evidence '(which has hither i ;> attracted too little 
attention) that the Ozar is 1 .1 work in the United 
States, no less busily than 1 .. ewhere, in making 
mischief for his own purposes. We showed how 
the outbreaks of pro-slavery agitation in America, 
have always, from the peace till this day, corre¬ 
sponded with tho revolutionary periods in Europe ; 
and we offered the evidence which directs atten¬ 
tion to the Czar as the intriguer who has always 
found work for the Americans at home when their 
republican sympathies might be inconvenient to 
bis Objects in Europe. Perhaps Our readers may 
remember the adventures of Senator Douglas, and 
the services which he has.rendered the Czar, after- 
being won by the imperial flatteries which 
Republicans at St. Petersburg. The New York 
papers now report a case—if possible more flag¬ 
rant—of the bribery on the one side and the 
puerile gullibility on the other. Ws are deeply 
indebted to Dr. Cottman—the republican who 
licks the dust off imperial shoes—for affording so 
rich and so speedy a corroborative illustration of 
our recent remarks. AV e are thankful that he ' 
so thorough-going a personage—enabling us j 
judge of him, not only by his praises of all tlie, 
Romanoffs, but by bis account of our doings since 
the war began. If he had -merely lauded the 1 
noble stature, line .face, winning manners, and im-i 
poring confidences of the Czar, and the accom¬ 
plishments of the royal family of Russia, people 
on both sides of the Atlantic would have smiled 
atthe'new instance of the' ancient vulgarity of 
toadyism—so Very common among fierce Repub¬ 
licans and (peaceful Quakers—and no inferences 
might have been drawn but of the quality of that 
Democratic principle, which cannot stand ,an inter -1 
view with royalty. But' as Dr. Cottman presents. 
the world with his version of the events of the war, 
Englishmen are able to show him rip as a tool of 
the Czar, and Americans may haply be induced 
to inquire in time how it is that the Ozar thus at¬ 
tempts to palm upon them news that is not true. 

The despotic element of the American Consti¬ 
tution—the institution of slavery—gives tlie Czar , 
not only an interest in the Constitution, but a 
power of intervention in American polities which 
the truo Republicans in the States must be begin¬ 
ning to recognise with considerable dismay. It 
is tho anomaly of slavery in a Democratic Re¬ 
public which is a capital implement, ready to the 
hand of the Ozar, for breaking up the most suc¬ 
cessful republican experiment that the world has 
ever seen. It was a slaveholder that he got hold 
of before in Senator Douglas, who has convulsed 
his country by driving the Nebraska bill through 
Congress before the nation could rise up to forbid 
its passage ; and the service thus rendered to the 
Czar is very great, for the Nebraska bill and 
fugitive slave law together have provided such‘ 
work for the Americans at home that mate is no 
fear of their having any attention or sympathy to 
spare for the Turks, Roles or Hungarians for a 
long time to come.

sufficient national importance to deserve an i 
partial notice. Feeling has runup high, (hat it is 
more than can-be expected from human nature to 
look for a calm statement from any of the party 
organs in the City. Yonr Chicago exchanges 
will have informed, you of the great excitement 
which the expectation of this meeting had pro¬ 
duced. That feeling was intense and universal. 
As tlie time approached, excitement became 
intensified that it would be difficult to find a term 
strong enough to describe it justly. Beside the 
event itself, several circumstances tended to pro¬ 
duce this. Two months' ago it was difficult to 
find any prominent citizen who would publicly 
defend the honourable .Senator’s political acts - 
but as the time drew near for that gentleman’! 
visit to the city, his supporters became more bold 
the people, and especially such of his former ad¬ 
herents as have recently denounced his proceed¬ 
ings, were reminded of the manner in which Mr. 
Douglas had formerly chastised them, how severely 
they had been whipped back to their party, how 
the whole city had cowed before him, and it v“ 
boldly asserted that he -would now not only 
umphantly vindicate himself) but that, on 
morning after the meeting, his former friends 
would cringibgly beg readmission to the party, 
and that he would tie a stronger man than ever. 
This, of course, was unwise, and the taunt rankled 
and steeled the feelings against him. 

Another cause; of .excitement was the place- 
selected for the meeting. We have in.the city a 
public' Park, central, fitted tip for public meetings, 
and where all -mass meetings are held. When, 
however, the meeting is not expected to be large, 
we have a central halh-r-fhe South Market Hall 
-r-woare such meetings , are always held. Neither 
place, however, was selected, and great indeed 
was public astonishment when it was announced 
that the demonstration would take place in a hall 
across the river, in the very centre of all Irish in 
fluencc. Now, for some time past, the Senator’; 
political dppbnentri had boldly asserted that every- 
effort would be used to coerce a Chicago ratifica¬ 
tion of the Nebraska bill. This, conviction, re¬ 
sulting either from justifiable reasons or from the 
repeated assertions of the Chicdgo Tribune, the 
especial organ of the Anti-Nebraska feeling here, 
lias been almost universally expressed for a month 
past, The. moment the place -of meeting was ar 
nounced, rumours ran through tho .streets, like 
prairie fire, that free public expression of opinion 
was to be suppressed; that the meeting would be 
packed ; that a body-guard of- Irishmen, twelve 
from each Ward, was appointed ; that a large 
body had been organized to quell all opposition ■ 
that the voice of Chicago was to be sold ; and, 11 
short, every kind of tumour likely to excite public 
indignation. Such was the excitement yesterdte 
that business wan almost totally neglected; ami, 
under a general impression, that dvinrbanee 
wouldTristtlt) the meeting was nervously looked 
forward to, and numbers expressed them fears at 
being, present on the occasion. During.tke day, 
a burlesque progranmie was published, and excite¬ 
ment was increaseS" By a handbill, asserting that 
a meeting had been-held, at -which the Irish had 
been organized to guard the: doors and quell all 
opposition. 

Now, ail this may have had no foundation in 
fact, but' it cannot be denied that persisting to 
hold- such-a meeting in a rooin that couldriot pos¬ 
sibly, contain mora than ten or twelve hundred 
people, in a city of seventy thousand, and when at 
least ten thousand would want to be present, was 
precisely the course to lie 'taken to produce such 
rumours. In the morning, the Tribune dared 
them to hold the meeting inside the Hall, and 
called ,on the people, if they did 



OUR FOREIGN POLICY IN ST. DOMINGO. 

Tur.itc seems to-be iu>longer any room to doubt: 
that the administration have determined to recog¬ 
nise the independence and sovereignty of tho 
Spanish end of the island of Hayti, which lias 
been for the last eight or ten years in a state of 
revolt against the imperial government. This 
step will raise two questions for the consideration- 
of the American people of no ordinary gravity. 
The first is, have we a sufficient pretext for lend-] 
ing our countenance and sanction to the revolting 
Dominicans, to the probable prejudice of our re¬ 
lations with Hayti ? And the other is, are we 
prepared.to abandon the narrow aud intolerant 


_ . . ?' Weriave little to apprehend, it 

true, from the ill will of the Haytian Emperoi 
He might embarrass the commerce which has 
grown up with his subjects, now eighth in point' 
of importance to ns among the nations of the 
‘earth; but the loss would fall upon a limited' 
number, of merchants, who might not, perhaps, be 
able to lift the voice of complaint above tlie big- 
bass drum with which the State always drowns 
the clamour of individual suffering. One thing, 
however, is clear ; that it is impossible for that 
island to be occupied by two governments foi 
harmony with each other. The existence of a 
divided sovereignty there has always been the 
curse of its inhabitants ever since it has been 
known to civilized man. Columbus found the 
aboriginal tribes quarrelling with each other; his 
successors in the East always quarrelled with the 
French who colonized the West; and when the 
Europeans were driven out, about half a century 
ago, the negroes of the two extremities took up 
tlie quarrel and have kept it alive ever since, with 
the exception of the period of the union under 
Boyer, which, but tor European meddlers, would 
have been permanent. The proclamation of reli¬ 
gious toleration to all sects and denominations of! 
Christians, by tho Il'aytians, was taken advan¬ 
tage of by designing people to induce a revolt 
from that union, which, under one pretence or 
another, has been sustained up to the present time. 
This disunion is a calamity to both extremities ol 
flic island, and we should be sorry to see the 
United States do anything to perpetuate it. 

As to the other point, our views are 
known. AYeare not aware of any good reason 
for refusing to recognise any government that lias 
an independent existence, whatever may be the 
complexion or character of its people, nor for neg¬ 
lecting- to avail ourselves of any commercial ad¬ 
vantages which may properly be obtained from 
them by treaty or otherwise. Wo would as so-'" 
negotiate with Hayti, which takes annually, 
our own vessels, between two and three millions 
of dollars worth of onr produce, as with Austria, 
Italy, or Spam, that take from us no more, if 
mnek. But such has not been the policy of 
the country. All black governments have been 
placed under the ban of the nation ; and the go¬ 
vernment of Liberia, which was established mainly 
at the expense and under the auspices of the Ame- 
'can people, a government which has proved un- 
. qiectedly successful, and which enjoys the gems 
nil sympathy of the nation, has found no promi-1 
nent politician in the. country, not even its most 
illustrious friend, Air.

meeting. Affairs now began to wear a threaten¬ 
ing aspect, and it was evident that Mr. Douglas’ 
friends were earnestly persuading him not to pre 
long the contest, but to leave the platform. This 
advice he sternly refused to follow; mid on one 
of his friends coming up to him on the stand, he 
■uthlessly thrust him back again. 

Toward the close of the meeting, without at¬ 
tempting for a moment to justify the doings oj ten, 
thousand citizens in refusing to hear him, I am 
compelled to say Judge Douglas acted so violently 
as to give his best friends much uneasiness ; he 
began to attack the Clwcogo. Tribune, which in¬ 
stantly called forth three cheers for it; denounced; 
the meeting as an armed mob, and dared them to 
come forth and inflict on him that personal vio¬ 
lence which he knew they had beforehand deter¬ 
mined on. So the meeting continued until about 
10 1-2, when, perfectly hoarse with vociferating, 
exhausted with fetigue, and terribly mortified at 
so signal an overthrow, the honourable gentleman, 
shaking his clenched fist at the meeting, and de¬ 
claring that, though they were an armed mob, he 
had not yet done with them, be left the stand 
amid a tremendous outburst, first of cheers that 
the meeting had triumphed over him, and then of 
groans for the retiring Senator.

statement, with the note accompanying it, 
has been furnished us by one who resided many 
years iu Bt. Domingo and has held one of Ihe high¬ 
est offices under its government. We have no 
doubt of its substantial accuracy. It is readily 
susceptible of demonstration, we believe, that the 
general proportion of whites to coloured people in 
both,extremities of the island is about the same. 
The fact that the Spaniards have less of the pre¬ 
judice against intermarriage with blacks than 
any other European colonists in St. Domingo has 
resulted in producing :one distinction, which 
.doubtless exists between the population of the 
East and AYest. The Haytians are a nation of 
blacks with a large infusion of mulattoes, the Do¬ 
minicans are a nation of. mulattoes with a large 
infusion of blacks. The proportion of whites iu 
both.is about the same. And how should it be 
otherwise ? When Toussaint took possession of 
St. Domingo, in 1800, the Spaniards emigrated ' 
large numbers- to neighbouring islands and 
South. America. There have been two very e 
■tensive emigrations from there since, while there 
has never been any considerable emigration to the 
east part of tlie island, except of Haytians from 
the West. Jf they have white people in St. Do¬ 
mingo, when did they go or how did they get 
there ? 

But this is all a pretence. There are motives 
‘for, desiring our government to lend its counte¬ 
nance to the Dominican revolters which are not 
disclosed. It is necessary for the accomplishment 
of what is proposed to pretend that the Domini¬ 
cans are white, and are claiming our protection 
against the persecutions of their black neighbours. 
In due time that pretence will be exploded and 
the true state of the case exposed. Then what 
shall we do ? Shall we abandon our policy with 
regard to African governments, or shall we ad¬ 
here to it ? .Shall we recognise the Dominican 
a government de facto, and with it the Haytian 
and Liberian ; or shall we make a discrimination 
in fa vour of the Dominicans ; or stall we have 
nothing further to do with any of them ? These 
•are questions which the people, who are soon to 
choose tlicir representatives in the next Congress, 
may as well turn over in their minds.— Eve. Post.

Note. —To prove clearly that the people of the 
eastern part of Hayti are mulattoes and negroes, 
nothing is required but to recall to mind the events 
of its history, beginning with the year 1795, when 
St. Domingo was ceded to France. At this 
epoch all the gentry emigrated to Porto Rico and 
Cuba. All their tamilies embarked m tha ships 
of war which were scut by the King of Spain, 
and were anchored in the I>ay of Ocoa until the 
last person who wished to embark was received. 
Again, in 1801, others who hud remained em¬ 
barked. In 1821, when this part of tlie island 
became independent under Don Joso Nunez de 
Uazcres, all the chiefs and their, familes emigrated, 
and with them many Catalans, being all that were 
left of the white Europeans. 

I 11 1822, when the President, Jean Pierre 
Boyer, took possession, Don Jose Nunez aud his 
family departed, and every white Creole followed 
’ settled on the Main.

_s on which the emigration of the whites from 

St. Domingo took place, the number must have 
been considerable. YV hat is very certain, and 
evident to any impartial person, is, that all those 
who figure now in that country figured also until 
the year 1843. 

This could not have been the case had they not 
been negroes and mulattoes, since the whites, not 
being citizens of Hayti, could not obtain offices of 
any kind, for which reason the negroes, and mu¬ 
lattoes of St. Domingo, as well as of the other 
towns, were placed iu ail tlie civil and military 
posts, faking the preeminence and prerogatives 
which the whites who emigrated had enjoyed.—

Messrs. Editors: The Standard having be¬ 
come, in some sense, the organ of Pennsylvania 
Anti-Slavery, perhaps you will be glad to hear, 
at least occasionally, from this somewhat cele¬ 
brated County, wherein, as the natural heir to 
the “ good will ” of the late Pennsylvania Freeman, 
and in consideration, as well, of its own inherent 
good qualities, your journal has many warm 
friends. If the half of what has been said of the 
Reformers of Chester County by their fellow- 
labourers in other places be true, our claims upon 
your notice and regard are indeed of no ordinary 
stamp. I have been very often told that this is 
the most enlightened and hospitable County in 
the whole State, and that its Reformers are of the 
truest, firmest and hravest kind—-an example, in 
short, worthy of- general imitation. As l am, 
comparatively speaking, a new-comer among 
them, and as I have had many opportunities for 
observation and comparison, perhaps you will not 
think me immodest if I frankly confess that I think 
the popular judgment in this matter not by any 
means so far from the truth as it might be. One 
thing, at least, must be confessed, viz., that the 
sun never shone upon a fairer landscape than ours. 
True, no royal mountain awes ns by its majestic 
presence, but surely there can nowhere he found 
more beautiful hills or more charming vales than 
ours. The quality of the soil is apparent in the 
thrifty appearance of our crops, which not even 
the long drought has yet materially injured. The 
comfortable dwellings which dot onr hills or nestle 
in our valleys are unmistakable evidences of phy¬ 
sical prosperity, if not of high intellectual culture, 
refinement and taste. It is emphatically a land 
of plenty. If there are among us few men of great 
wealth, so, on the other hand, are we exempt from 
the grinding poverty which afflicts so large a por¬ 
tion of the human family. Onr schools,, already 
comparatively excellent, are constantly growing 
bettter. The state of the public morals is also 
such as to encourage the heart of the philanthro¬ 
pist. In regard to religion, the Quaker element, 
in its various forms of Orthodox, Hicksite and 
Progressive, is predominant; hut there is a fair 
sprinkling of other sects. As you would go to 
New England to see the fruits of Puritanism, so 
if you would observe the effects of Quakerism 
upon a community, you might well come here. A 
comparison of the two would reveal contrasts at 
once striking and suggestive, but it would also 
show resemblances well calculated to confound 
the speculations of the theologian and to impress 
the observer with the conviction that “ pure reli¬ 
gion and undefiled ” transcends all distinctions 
of sect and creed, and that, like its great Author, 
it is “the same yesterday, to-day and forever.” 

But it was not to chronicle these general obser¬ 
vations that I took my pen. It so happens that 
the anti-slavery people of this vicinity are gene¬ 
rally very much interested in, if not identified 
with, the movements of the Progressive Friends.

led to the organization of this new Religious So- 
hence, earnest reformers of every school 
are looking then-to for a higher and purer mani¬ 
festation of the religious sentiment—with what 
result time will show. The meetings of the So¬ 
ciety are always occasions of interest, dealing as 
they do, not with theological speculations, but 
with matters of vital and practical importance. 

The Quarterly Meeting was held at Kennett 
Square, on Saturday last. A large audience was 
present. As usual, one session was devoted to 
preaching, very much after the fashion of the old 
Friends, with the difference that the platform is 
free to whomsoever may choose to occupy it. On 
this occasion, the speakers were Luoretia Mott, 
Thomas Curtis, Mary Jackson from England, 
Oliver Johnson of New York, and others. What¬ 
ever else may be said of their preaching, it cannot 
with truth be affirmed that they forgot the claims 
of the American slave, nor that they elevated 
creeds and forms above the obligation to do good 
to mankind. A brief intermission followed, giving 
opportunity for rest and refreshment, after which 
the meeting again convened to transact such busi¬ 
ness as might come before it. Anti-Slavery and 
Temperance were each in turn the subject of ear¬ 
nest discussion and action. There was another 
topic, the consideration of which revealed some 
differences of opinion. Progressive Friends in 
this vicinity, as you know, are engaged in build¬ 
ing, for religious, morSl, scientific, literary and 
social purposes, a new and commodious meeting¬ 
house. Notice having been given through the 
papers that the corner-stone of the new temple 
would be laid on the following day (Sunday), some 
of those who were present took occasion to express 
doubts of the propriety of such a step, as a depar¬ 
ture from their views of simplicity, and as having 
the appearance of conformity to a popular custom 
—a custom which they thought would be more 
honoured in the breach than in the observance. I 
will not undertake to report what was said oh 
either side, but I was struck with the frankness 
and good feeling which characterized the discus¬ 
sion. No hasty or ill-tempered word was uttered 
—all was gentleness, courtesy and condescension. 
It was finally agreed that those who wanted to lay 
the corner-stone in a manner which they thought 
would comport with good taste should be at 
liberty to do so on their own responsibility, while 
those who felt objections to such a ceremony 
should be equally at liberty to stay away. If all 
the differences that arise among sects were as 
easily disposed of, there would be much less strife 
and heart-burning in the world. 

On Sunday morning, at 9 o’clock, a large num¬ 
ber of persons assembled on the beautiful spot 
where the foundations of the new house were 
already laid. The object of the meeting was 
stated by Joseph A. Dugdale, who Baid:
